The marine setting of this facility made possible 
adventurous and exciting expeditions to sea caves at 
night (entrance to the caves only possible at very 


low tides), to beaches with enormous surfs, to rocky 
islands inhabited by seals and sea birds, to rain 
forests overgrown with vegetation and to sea in a 
trawler - an exciting heart-stopping adventure since 
the seas were stormy with huge waves which tossed 
their small trawler about and gave several of our 
Prairie grown students their first taste of sea 
sickness. 


On each and every expedition they were ac- 
companied by Mr. David Denning, a member of the 
excellent scientific team employed at the Marine 
station. With David's help and direction marine 
specimens were brought back to the station’s 
laboratories for further examination and study by 
our students. The scientific studies became artistic 
when they were taught how to do “fish-printing”’ 
and read algae “pressings”. The days were long - 
they ‘worked’ from 8:30 AM till 10:00 PM nightly.
